The sciences of mnthematlca are 
among the most ancient of our scl- 
oncea.

Aa early as 
tho timo of Christ we find there were 
some who were deeply Interested In 
the study of astronomy, studying nnd 
calculating tho movemenla of the 
stars aud heavenly bodlea. Tlio 
manipulation of figures Is always an 
Interesting study and always .highly 
complicated In higher mathematics. 
In the handling of figures, no matter 
how conxpllcnted, In tho final analysis 
there are only four operations. Tlioy 
are addition, snbtractlon. multipllca- 
cation and division. When Uie child 
In tho cariy grades of his oIemeutar>* 
education has learned tJiese four oper- 
ations he has learned all there Is to 
know In tho handling of figures, so 
far as the oiwratlbns are concerned. 
His further knowledge In this- field 
lies In his ability to work the com- 
binatlons of these operations to got 
the desired rosults, 

M thesQ four basic . operations of 
arithmGtlc wore applied to our dally 
lives, our achievements in life would 
doubtless be greater and llfo itself 
would be moro worthwhile. There are 
many things we can add to. or tako 
away from humanity that will work 
n groat cliange. Kor example, man 
plus modern mechanical i>owor bus 
revolutionized our aoclal and InduK- 
trlai world. Wo have added to our 
physical strength mechanical iMJwurH 
which hnvo made poaslble vnstlv 
groater achievements. Man plus an 
airplane Is fast conquering the bar- 
riers of distance and in spite of gravi- 
tation can fly through tho air at ter- 
rifle speed. Some ont has said. "Man. 
plus his present knowledge, has 
leanKHl to fly like a bird and to swim 
like a fish, but baa not learned how 
to live like a man." Somo iwet ha^ 
said. ".Men and boys are leanilng ev- 
ery tradH excei>t bow to make men of 
themselves."

In cooking 
vegotoWeB. the least posslblo water 
should bo used, and thoy should bo 
cooked only long enough to make the 
woody fibre tender. Much water dis- 
solve* out tho mineral 'salts, and long 
cooking mflkoe Uiera strong flavorcd.- 
iu*rwi themrdark. and- destroys their 
Titaminfl. Baking or steaming are the 
best mothoda ofVookIng vegetables.
